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GENERAL 

This  report  presents  100-percent  data  from 
the  1980  Census  of  Housing  on  general 
characteristics  of  housing  units  for  the 
State,  classified  by  urban  and  rural  resi- 
dence and  by  size  of  place,  its  counties  or 
comparable  areas,  county  subdivisions, 
places  of  1,000  or  more  inhabitants,  cen- 
sus designated  places,  standard  consoli- 
dated statistical  areas,  standard  metropoli- 
tan statistical  areas,  urbanized  areas,  Amer- 
ican Indian  reservations,  Alaska  Native 
villages,  and  certain  other  geographic 
areas  of  the  State.  The  abbreviated  iden- 
tification for  this  report  is  HCBO-l-A 
(i.e..  Housing  Census,  1980-Volume  1- 
Chapter  A)  followed  by  a  number  rep- 
resenting the  State.  Legal  provision  for 
this  census,  which  was  conducted  as  of 
April  1,  1980,  was  made  in  the  Act  of 
Congress  of  August  31,  1954  (amended 
August  1957,  December  1975,  and 
October  1976),  which  codified  Title  13, 
United  States  Code. 

A  large  portion  of  the  Housing  infor- 
mation compiled  from  the  1980  Census 
of  Population  and  Housing  will  appear  in 
Volume  1,  Characteristics  of  Housing 
Units,  of  which  this  report  is  part. 

The  1980  census  figures  presented 
here  may  differ  from  those  shown  in  the 
Advance  Reports,  PHC80-V,  and  in  the 
Public  Law  94-171  redistricting  data 
products.  The  changes  reflect  corrections 
of  errors  found  after  the  PHC80-V  re- 
ports and  P.L.  94-171  materials  were 
prepared.  The  changes  may  affect  any 
geographic  area  shown  in  this  report. 


The  content  and  procedures  of  the 
1980  census  were  determined  after 
evaluation  of  the  results  of  the  1970 
census,  consultation  with  a  wide  variety 
of  users  of  census  data,  and  extensive 
field  testing.  A  number  of  changes  were 
introduced  in  1980  to  improve  the  use- 
fulness of  the  census  results.  The  changes 
do  not,  however,  affect  to  any  appreci- 
able extent  the  comparability  between 
the  1980  data  and  the  1970  data  shown 
in  this  report.  Further  information  on 
comparability  appears  in  Appendix  B, 
"Definitions  and  Explanations  of  Subject 
Characteristics." 

More  detailed  information  on  the 
technical  and  procedural  matters  covered 
in  the  text  of  this  report  can  be  obtained 
by  writing  to  the  Director,  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Washington,  D.C.  20233.  Such 
information  will  also  appear  in  other 
publications  of  the  1980  census. 

CONTENTS  OF  THE  REPORT 

This  report  contains  text  (this  introduc- 
tion and  five  appendixes),  a  table  of 
contents,  charts,  53  detailed  tables,  and 
maps.  A  map  of  the  State  appears  after 
the  table  of  contents.  This  map  shows 
county  names  and  boundaries,  the 
names  and  boundaries  of  standard 
consolidated  statistical  areas  (SCSA's) 
and  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
areas  (SMSA's),  the  names  and  locations 
of  all  places  with  a  population  of  25,000 
or  more,  and  SMSA  central  cities  with 
fewer  than  25,000  inhabitants.  Then 
follow  two  pages  of  charts  that  precede 
the  53  detailed  tables.  Each  table  is 
identified  by  a  table  number  and  title. 
The  "stubhead"  at  the  left  under  the 
title  defines  the  types  of  geographic  areas 
for  which  data  are  shown  in  the  particular 
table  and  is  considered  part  of  the  table 
title. 

The  table  finding  guide  on  the  inside 
front  cover  lists  the  characteristics  and  var- 


ious race/Spanish  origin  groups  covered  in 
this  report  and  shows  the  tables  in  which 
the  various  types  of  statistics  appear.  The 
amount  of  detail  presented  in  this  report 
is  generally  greater  for  larger  places  than 
for  smaller  ones.  The  greatest  amount  of 
detail  is  shown  for  the  State  and  its 
urban  and  rural  parts  and  for  SCSA's, 
SMSA's,  urbanized  areas,  places  with 
a  population  of  10,000  or  more,  and 
counties.  Somewhat  less  detail  is  shown 
for  places  of  2,500  to  10,000  and  for 
rural  portions  of  counties.  The  least 
amount  of  detail  is  shown  for  places  of 
1,000  to  2,500,  for  county  subdivisions, 
American  Indian  reservations,  and  in 
Alaska    for    Alaska    Native    villages. 

The  tables   are  followed   by   a  map 
section  which  includes: 

•  A  "County  Location  Index"  which 
presents  the  reference  coordinates  and 
map  section  numbers  for  each  county 
on  the  county  subdivision  map,  the 
legend  to  the  county  subdivision  map, 
and  a  State  map  outlining  the  geo- 
graphic area  covered  by  each  county 
subdivision  map  section. 

•  A  county  subdivision  map,  often 
covering  several  pages,  that  shows  the 
names  and  boundaries  of  counties  (or 
equivalent  areas),  their  subdivisions, 
and  places,  as  recognized  by  the 
Census  Bureau  in  the  published  tables. 
In  addition,  this  map  shows  the  names 
and  boundaries  of  American  Indian 
reservations;  the  subdivision  map  in 
the  report  for  Alaska  also  shows  the 
names  and  locations  of  Alaska  Native 
villages.  Boundaries  of  places  with 
fewer  than  1,000  persons  are  shown 
on  this  map,  although  they  are  not 
shown  in  the  tables  of  this  report. 

•  One  map  for  each  urbanized  area 
in  the  State  which  shows  the  names 
and  boundaries  of  all  States,  counties, 
county  subdivisions,  and  places  in  the 
area,  as  well  as  the  extent  of  territory 
defined  as  "urbanized."  The  report  for 
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each  State  containing  part  of  a  multi- 
State  urbanized  area  includes  the 
map  for  the  entire  urbanized  area. 

Appearing  last  in  the  report  are  the 
appendixes.  Appendix  A  describes  the 
various  area  classifications  (e.g.,  urban 
and  rural  residence,  census  designated 
places,  and  urbanized  areas).  Appendix  B 
provides  definitions  and  explanations 
for  the  subjects  covered  in  this  report. 
Appendix  C  briefly  explains  the  residence 
rules  used  in  counting  the  population  and 
describes  the  data  collection  and  process- 
ing procedures.  Appendix  D  presents 
information  on  the  sources  of  error  in 
the  data,  editing  procedures,  and  a 
description  of  allocation  tables  A-1  and 
A-2.  Appendix  E  shows  a  facsimile  of 
the  1980  census  questionnaire  pages  show- 
ing the  100-percent  population  and  hous- 
ing questions  and  facsimiles  of  the  re- 
spondent instructions. 

DERIVED  FIGURES  (Means, 
Medians,  and  Percents) 

This  report  presents  means,  medians,  and 
percents,  as  well  as  certain  rates  and 
ratios.  The  median— a  type  of  average— is 
the  middle  value  in  a  distribution;  i.e., the 
median  divides  the  distribution  into  two 
equal  parts:  one-half  of  the  cases  fall 
below  the  median  and  one-half  of  the 
cases  exceed  the  median.  Percents  and 
other  derived  measures  which  round  to 
less  than  0.1  are  not  shown  but  indi- 
cated as  zero  (i.e.,  "— "). 

Medians  for  rooms  are  rounded  to  the 
nearest  tenth,  for  persons  to  the  nearest 
hundredth,  for  value  to  the  nearest 
hundred  dollars,  and  for  contract  rent  to 
the  nearest  dollar.  In  computing  medians 
for  rooms  and  persons  per  housing  unit, 
the  whole  number  is  used  as  the  midpoint 
of  the  interval  so  that,  for  example,  the 
category  "3  rooms"  is  treated  as  an 
interval  ranging  from  2.5  up  to  3.5 
rooms.  In  computing  median  rent,  units 
reported  as  "no  cash  rent"  are  excluded. 


The  median  is  computed  on  the  basis  of 
the  distribution  as  tabulated,  which  is 
sometimes  more  detailed  than  the  distri- 
bution shown  in  this  report.  When  the 
median  falls  in  the  lower  terminal  cate- 
gory of  an  open-ended  distribution,  the 
method  of  presentation  is  to  show  the 
initial  value  of  the  next  category  fol- 
lowed by  a  minus  sign;  thus,  for  example, 
if  the  median  falls  in  the  category  "Less 
than  $10,000,"  it  is  shown  as  "$10,000-." 
When  the  median  falls  in  the  upper 
terminal  category  of  an  open-ended  distri- 
bution, the  initial  value  of  the  terminal 
category  is  given  followed  by  a  plus 
sign;  thus,  for  example,  if  the  median 
falls  in  the  category  "$200,000  or  more," 
it  is  shown  as  "$200,00CH."

(For  further 
information  on  disclosure,  see  the  sec- 
tion below  on  "Suppression  of  Data 
for  Confidentiality.") 

•  (NA)  means  not  available. 

•  A  minus  sign  preceding  a  figure  denotes 
decrease. 

•  CDP  is  census  designated  place. 

•  SCSA  is  standard  consolidated  sta- 
tistical area. 

•  SMSA  is  standard  metropolitan  sta- 
tistical area. 

•  (unorg.)  is  unorganized  territory. 


SUPPRESSION  OF  DATA  FOR 
CONFIDENTIALITY 

To  maintain  the  confidentiality  promised 


respondents  and  required  by  law,  the 
Census  Bureau  takes  precautions  to  make 
sure  that  its  published  data  do  not  disclose 
information  about  particular  individuals 
and  housing  units.  To  accomplish  this, 
the  Bureau  suppresses  data  for  some  char- 
acteristics which  are  based  on  a  small 
number  of  persons  and/or  housing  units 
in  the  geographic  area.  Under  certain 
conditions,  both  primary  and  comple- 
mentary suppression  may  take  place. 

The  general  rules  of  primary  suppres- 
sion are  as  follows:  Counts  of  total  popu- 
lation by  race  and  Spanish  origin  are 
never  suppressed;  other  characteristics 
for  persons  are  shown  only  if  there  are 
15  or  more  persons  in  the  geographic 
area;  counts  of  total  housing  units,  vacant 
housing  units,  year-round  housing  units, 
and  occupied  housing  units  are  never 
suppressed;  characteristics  of  year-round 
housing  units  which  are  not  classified 
by  occupancy  status  are  shown  only 
when  there  are  five  or  more  year-round 
housing  units  in  the  geographic  area; 
characteristics  of  families,  households,  or 
occupied  housing  units  are  shown  only  if 
there  are  at  least  five  occupied  housing 
units  within  the  geographic  area;  and 
distributions  of  data  for  owners  or 
renters  are  shown  only  where  the  number 
of  owners  is  at  least  five  and  the  number 
of  renters  is  also  at  least  five.  These  pri- 
mary suppression  criteria  are  applied 
independently  of  one  another. 

Population  and  occupied  housing  unit 
characteristics  cross-classified  by  race  or 
Spanish  origin  (of  the  householder  in  the 
case  of  occupied  housing  units)  requires 
that  the  15-person  or  5-housing-unit  cri- 
teria stated  above  be  applied  individually 
to  each  race  or  Spanish  origin  category. 

In  some  cases,  complementary  suppres- 
sion is  applied  to  prevent  the  derivation 
of  primary  suppressed  data  by  subtrac- 
tion. For  example,  housing  unit  data 
shown  by  tenure  may  require  comple- 
mentary suppression  when  the  number  of 
owner-occupied  or  renter-occupied  hous- 
ing units  is  less  than  five.

STATES 

The  50  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia 

are  the  constituent  units  of  the  United 
States. 


COUNTIES 

In  most  States,  the  primary  divisions  are 
termed  counties.  In  Louisiana,  these 
divisions  are  known  as  parishes.  In 
Alaska,  which  has  no  counties,  the 
county  equivalents  are  the  organized 
boroughs  together  with  the  "census 
areas"  which  were  developed  for  general 
statistical  purposes  by  the  State  of  Alaska 
and  the  Census  Bureau.  In  four  States 
(Maryland,       Missouri,       Nevada,      and 


Virginia),  there  are  one  or  more  cities 
which  are  independent  of  any  county 
organization  and  thus  constitute  primary 
divisions  of  their  States.  That  part  of 
Yellowstone  National  Park  in  Montana 
is  treated  as  a  county  equivalent.  The 
District  of  Columbia  has  no  primary 
divisions,  and  the  entire  area  is  con- 
sidered equivalent  to  a  county  for  census 
purposes. 


COUNTY  SUBDIVISIONS 

Statistics  for  subdivisions  of  counties 
or  equivalent  areas  are  presented  as 
follows: 

1.  Minor  civil  divisions  (MCD's)  in  29 
States.  The  States  are  Arkansas, 
Connecticut,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa, 
Kansas,  Louisiana,  Maine,  Maryland, 
Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Minnesota, 
Mississippi,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  Ne- 
vada, New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey, 
New  York,  North  Carolina,  North 
Dakota,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode 
Island,  South  Dakota,  Vermont, 
Virginia,  West  Virginia,  and  Wisconsin. 
(In  1970,  the  county  subdivisions 
recognized  for  North  Dakota  were 
census  county  divisions.) 

MCD'S  are  primary  divisions  of 
counties  established  under  State  law. 
These  MCD's  are  variously  desig- 
nated as  townships,  towns,  precincts, 
districts,  wards,  plantations,  Indian 
reservations,  grants,  purchases,  gores, 
locations,  or  areas.  In  some  States, 
all  incorporated  places  are  also  MCD's 
in  their  own  right.  In  other  States, 
incorporated  places  are  subordinate 
to  or  part  of  the  MCD(s)  in  which 
they  are  located,  or  the  pattern  is 
mixed— some  incorporated  places  are 
independent  MCD's  and  others  are 
subordinate  to  one  or  more  MCD's. 

For  1 1  States  (Connecticut,  Maine, 
Massachusetts,  Michigan,  New  Hamp- 


shire, New  Jersey,  New  York,  Penn- 
sylvania, Rhode  Island,  Vermont, 
and  Wisconsin),  a  series  of  tables 
paralleling  those  for  places  and 
identified  with  an  "a"  suffix  present 
data  for  MCD's  (towns  and  town- 
ships) of  1,000  or  more  inhabitants. 
In  these  States,  MCD's  with  coex- 
tensive census  designated  places 
(CDP's)  are  shown  only  as  MCD's 
in  this  report. 

In  eight  States  (Arkansas,  Iowa, 
Kansas,  Maine,  Minnesota,  North 
Carolina,  North  Dakota,  and  South 
Dakota),  certain  counties  contain 
territory  not  included  in  an  MCD 
recognized  by  the  Census  Bureau. 
Each  separate  area  of  unorganized 
territory  in  these  States  is  recognized 
as  one  or  more  subdivisions  and 
given  a  name  by  the  Bureau;  the 
name  is  followed  by  the  designa- 
tion "(unorg.)." 

Census  county  divisions  (CCD's)  in 
20  States.  The  States  are  Alabama, 
Arizona,  California,  Colorado,  Dela- 
ware, Florida,  Georgia,  Hawaii,  Idaho, 
Kentucky,  Montana,  New  Mexico, 
Oklahoma,  Oregon,  South  Carolina, 
Tennessee,  Texas,  Utah,  Washington, 
and  Wyoming. 

CCD's  are  geographic  areas  which 
have  been  defined  by  the  Census 
Bureau  in  cooperation  with  State  and 
county  officials  for  the  purpose  of 
presenting  statistical  data.  CCD's  have 
been  defined  in  States  where  there 
are  no  legally  established  MCD's, 
where  the  boundaries  of  MCD's 
change  frequently,  and/or  where  the 
MCD's  are  not  generally  known  to 
the  public.  Using  published  guide- 
lines, the  CCD's  have  usually  been 
designed  to  represent  community 
areas  focused  on  trading  centers,  or 
to  represent  major  land  use  areas, 
and  to  have  visible,  permanent,  and 
easily  described  boundaries.

PLACES 

Two  types  of  places  are  recognized  in 
the  census  reports— incorporated  places 
and  census  designated  places— as  defined 
below. 

In  this  report,  central  cities  of  stand- 
ard metropolitan  statistical  areas,  regard- 
less of  population,  are  shown  only  in 
the  tables  designated  ".  .  .  for  Areas  and 
Places."  Thus,  a  central  city  with  a  popu- 
lation between  10,000  and  50,000  will 
not  appear  in  the  tables  for  places  of 
10,000  to  50,000. 


Incorporated  Places 

Incorporated  places  recognized  in  the 
reports  of  the  census  are  those  which 
are  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  their 
respective  States  as  cities,  boroughs, 
towns,  and  villages,  with  the  following 
exceptions:  boroughs  in  Alaska  and 
New  York,  and  towns  in  the  six  New 
England  States,  New  York,  and  Wis- 
consin. The  towns  in  the  New  England 
States,  New  York,  and  Wisconsin^  and 
the  boroughs  in  New  York  are  recognized 
as  MCD's  for  census  purposes;  the 
boroughs  in  Alaska  are  county  equivalents. 

Some  incorporated  places  include  nar- 
row strips  of  land  (frequently  only  the 
rights-of-way  of  streets)  which  typically 
have  no  population  or  housing  units. 
These  areas,  termed  "corporate  corri- 
dors," are  generally  not  shown  on  the 
maps  or  in  the  tables  of  1980  census 
reports.  The  existence  of  these  areas  is 
indicated  in  the  footnotes  to  table  4  in 
the  1980  Census  of  Population  Report, 
Characteristics  of  the  Population,  Number 
of  Inhabitants,  PC80-1-A. 

In  Connecticut,  a  unique  situation 
exists  in  which  one  incorporated  place 
(Woodmont  borough)  is  subordinate  to 
another  (Milford  city).  The  city  of 
Milford  is  coextensive  with  the  town  of 
Milford.  In  the  tables  for  the  Connecticut 


report  in  this  series  and  other  series  of 
1980  census  reports,  data  shown  for 
Milford  city  exclude  those  for  Woodmont 
borough,  and  the  user  must  therefore 
refer  to  data  for  Milford  town  (which 
include  those  for  the  borough)  for  data 
for  Milford  city. 

Census  Designated  Places 

As  in  the  1950,  1960,  and  1970  censuses, 
the  Census  Bureau  has  delineated  bound- 
aries for  closely  settled  population 
centers  without  corporate  limits.  In 
1980,  the  name  of  each  such  place  is 
followed  by  "(CDP),"  meaning  "census 
designated  place."  In  the  1970  and  earlier 
censuses,  these  places  were  identified  by 
"(U),"  meaning  "unincorporated  place." 
To  be  recognized  for  the  1980  census, 
CDP's  must  have  a  minimum  1980 
population  as  follows:

Hawaii  is  the  only  State  with  no  incor- 
porated places  recognized  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census.  All  places  shown  for 
Hawaii  in  the  1980  census  reports  are 
CDP's.  Honolulu  CDP  essentially  repre- 
sents the  Honolulu  Judicial  District. 
The  city  of  Honolulu,  coextensive  with 
the  county  of  Honolulu,  is  not  recognized 
for  census  purposes. 

In  11  States  certain  CDP's  are  co- 
extensive with  MCD's.  These  entities  are 
shown  only  in  the  Town/Township  tables 
in  this  report.  The  States  are:  Con- 
necticut, Maine,  Massachusetts,  Michigan, 
New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New  York, 
Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  Vermont, 
and  Wisconsin. 

Census  designated  place  boundaries 
change  with  changes  in  the  settlement 
pattern;  a  place  which  has  the  same  name 
as  in  previous  censuses  does  not  necessarily 
have    the    same    boundaries.    Boundary 


outlines  for  CDP's  appear  on  the  county 
subdivision  map  which  follows  the  de- 
tailed tables.  Detailed  maps  are  available 
for  purchase  from  the  Census  Bureau. 

URBAN  AND  RURAL  RESIDENCE 

As  defined  for  the  1980  census,  urban 
housing  comprises  all  housing  units  in 
urbanized  areas  and  in  places  of  2,500  or 
more  inhabitants  outside  urbanized  areas. 
Moi^  specifically,  urban  housing  consists 
of  all  housing  units  in  (1)  places  of  2,500 
or  more  inhabitants  incorporated  as 
cities,  villages,  boroughs  (except  in  Alaska 
and  New  York),  and  towns  (except  in 
the  New  England  States,  New  York,  and 
Wisconsin),  but  excluding  those  housing 
units  in  the  rural  portions  of  extended 
cities;  (2)  census  designated  places  of 
2,500  or  more  inhabitants;  and  (3)  other 
territory,  incorporated  or  unincorporated, 
included  in  urbanized  areas.  Housing 
units  not  classified  as  urban  constitutes 
rural  housing.  Information  on  the 
historical  development  of  the  urban- 
rural  residence  definition  appears  in  the 
1980  Census  of  Population  Report, 
Characteristics  of  the  Population,  Num- 
ber of  Inhabitants,  PC80-1-A. 

Extended  Cities 

Since  1960  there  has  been  an  increas- 
ing trend  toward  the  extension  of  city 
boundaries  to  include  territory  essentially 
rural  in  character.  The  classification 
of  ail  housing  units  of  such  cities  as 
urban  would  include  in  the  urban 
category  housing  units  in  areas  which 
are  primarily  rural  in  character.  For  the 
1970  and  1980  censuses,  in  order  to 
separate  these  housing  units  from  those 
in  the  closely  settled  portions  of  such 
cities,  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  classi- 
fied as  rural  a  portion  or  portions  of  each 
such  city  that  was  located  in  an  urbanized 
area.  To  be  treated  as  an  extended  city, 
a  city  must  contain  one  or  more  areas 
that  are  each  at  least  5  square  miles  in 
extent  and  have  a  population  density  of 
less  than  100  persons  per  square  mile. 
The  area  or  areas  must  constitute  at  least 
25  percent  of  the  land  area  of  the  legal 
city  or  include  at  least  25  square  miles. 
These  areas  are  excluded  from  the 
urbanized  area. 

Those    cities    designated    as  extended 
cities    thus    consist    of    an    urban    part 
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and  a  rural  part.  In  the  tables  of  this 
report,  data  for  the  urban  part  are  shown 
separately  following  the  data  for  the 
entire  city.  Only  the  urban  part  is  con- 
sidered to  be  the  central  city  of  an 
urbanized  area.  However,  the  term  "cen- 
tral city"  as  used  for  SMSA's  refers  to  the 
entire  population  and  housing  units  with- 
in the  legal  boundaries  of  the  city. 

URBANIZED  AREAS 

Definition 

The  major  objective  of  the  Census  Bureau 
in  delineating  urbanized  areas  is  to  pro- 
vide a  better  separation  of  urban  and 
rural  housing  in  the  vicinity  of  large 
cities.  An  urbanized  area  consists  of  a 
central  city  or  cities,  and  surrounding 
closely  settled  territory  or  "urban  fringe." 

The  following  criteria  are  used  in 
determining  the  eligibility  and  definition 
of  the  1980  urbanized  areas :^ 

An  urbanized  area  comprises  an 
incorporated  place^  and  adjacent  densely 
settled  surrounding  area  that  together 
have  a  minimum  population  of  50,000.^ 
The  densely  settled  surrounding  area 
consists  of: 

1.  Contiguous  incorporated  places  or  cen- 
sus designated  places  having: 

a.  A  population  of  2,500  or  more;  or, 

b.  A  population  of  fewer  than  2,500 
but  having  a  population  density 
of  1,000  persons  per  square  mile, 
a  closely  settled  area  containing 
a  minimum  of  50  percent  of  the 
population,  or  a  cluster  of  at  least 
100  housing  units. 

2.  Contiguous  unincorporated  area  which 
is  connected  by  road  and  has  a  popula- 
tion density  of  at  least  1,000  persons 
per  square  mile.'' 


'All  references  to  population  counts  and 
densities  relate  to  data  from  the  1980  census. 

^In  Hawaii,  incorporated  places  do  not 
exist  in  the  sense  of  functioning  local  govern- 
mental units.  Instead,  census  designated  places 
are  used  in  defining  a  central  city  and  for 
applying  urbanized  area  criteria. 

^The  rural  portions  of  extended  cities,  as 
defined  in  the  Census  Bureau's  extended  city 
criteria,  are  excluded  from  the  urbanized  area. 
In  addition,  for  an  urbanized  area  to  be  recog- 
nized, it  must  include  a  population  of  at  least 
25,000  that  does  not  reside  on  a  military  base. 

*  Any  area  of  extensive  nonresidential  urban 
land  use,  such  as  railroad  yards,  airports, 
factories,  parks,  golf  courses,  and  cemeteries,  is 
excluded  in  computing  the  population  density. 


3.  Other  contiguous  unincorporated  area 
with  a  density  of  less  than  1,000 
persons  per  square  mile,  provided 
that  it: 

a.  Eliminates  an  enclave  of  less  than 
5  square  miles  which  is  surrounded 
by  built-up  area. 

b.  Closes  an  indentation  in  the 
boundary  of  the  densely  settled 
area  that  is  no  more  than  1  mile 
across  the  open  end  and  encom- 
passes no  more  than  5  square  miles. 

c.  Links  an  outlying  area  of  quali- 
fying density,  provided  that  the 
outlying  area  is: 

(1)  Connected  by  road  to,  and  is 
not  more  than  IVi  miles  from, 
the  main  body  of  the  urbanized 
area. 

(2)  Separated  from  the  main  body 
of  the  urbanized  area  by  water 
or  other  undevelopable  area, 
is  connected  by  road  to  the 
main  body  of  the  urbanized 
area,  and  is  not  more  than  5 
miles  from  the  main  body  of 
the  urbanized  area. 

4.  Large  concentrations  of  nonresidential 
urban  area  (such  as  industrial  parks, 
office  areas,  and  major  airports), 
which  have  at  least  one-quarter  of 
their  boundary  contiguous  to  an 
urbanized  area. 

A  map  of  each  urbanized  area  in  this 
State  follows  the  detailed  tables  in  this 
report. 

Urbanized  Area  Titles 

1.  The  titles  of  urbanized  areas  existing 
prior  to  the  1980  Census  of  Popu- 
lation and  Housing  are  retained 
unchanged  except  for  mergers  and 
for  those  areas  meeting  items  4  and/or 
5  of  the  titling  criteria. 

2.  The  titles  of  new  urbanized  areas 
qualifying  as  the  result  of  the  1980 
census  are  determined  as  follows: 

a.  The  name  of  the  incorporated 
place  with  the  largest  population 
in  the  urbanized  area  is  always 
listed. 

b.  The  names  of  up  to  two  addi- 
tional incorporated  places  may  be 
listed,  with  eligibility  determined 
as  follows: 

(1)  Those  with  a  population  of  at 
least  250,000. 


(2)  Those  with  a  population  of 
15,000  to  250,000,  provided 
that  they  are  at  least  one- 
third  the  population  of  the 
largest  place  in  the  urbanized 
area. 

3.  Area  titles  that  include  the  names  of 
more  than  one  incorporated  place 
start  with  the  name  of  the  largest 
and  list  the  others  in  descending 
order  of  their  population. 

4.  In  addition  to  incorporated  place 
names,  the  titles  contain  the  name 
of  each  State  into  which  the  urbanized 
area  extends. 

5.  Regional  titles  may  be  used  to 
identify  urbanized  areas  with  popu- 
lations over  1  million,  in  which  case 
only  the  largest  city  of  the  urbanized 
area  is  included  in  the  title. 


Urbanized  Area  Central  Cities 

The  central  cities  of  urbanized  areas  are 
those  named  in  the  titles  except  where 
regional  titles  are  used.  In  such  cases, 
the  central  cities  are  those  that  have 
qualified  under  items  1  or  2  of  the 
titling  criteria. 

Counts  and  data  for  central  cities  of 
urbanized  areas  refer  to  the  urban  portion 
of  these  cities,  thus  excluding  the  rural 
portions  of  extended  cities,  as  discussed 
above. 


STANDARD  METROPOLITAN 
STATISTICAL  AREAS 

Definition 

The  general  concept  of  a  metropolitan 
area  is  one  of  a  large  population  nucleus, 
together  with  adjacent  communities 
which  have  a  high  degree  of  economic 
and  social  integration  with  that  nucleus. 
The  standard  metropolitan  statistical 
area  (SMSA)  classification  is  a  statistical 
standard,  developed  for  use  by  Federal 
agencies  in  the  production,  analysis,  and 
publication  of  data  on  metropolitan  areas. 
The  SMSA's  are  designated  and  defined 
by  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget, 
following  a  set  of  official  published 
standards  developed  by  the  interagency 
Federal  Committee  on  Standard  Metro- 
politan Statistical  Areas. 

Each  SMSA  has  one  or  more  central 
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counties  containing  the  area's  main 
population  concentration:  an  urbanized 
area  with  at  least  50,000  inhabitants. 
An  SMSA  may  also  include  outlying 
counties  which  have  close  economic  and 
social  relationships  with  the  central 
counties.  The  outlying  counties  must 
have  a  specified  level  of  commuting  to 
the  central  counties  and  must  also  meet 
certain  standards  regarding  metropolitan 
character,  such  as  population  density, 
urban  population,  and  population  growth. 
In  New  England,  SMSA's  are  composed 
of  cities  and  towns  rather  than  whole 
counties. 

The  housing  units  in  SMSA's  may 
also  be  referred  to  as  the  metropolitan 
housing.  The  housing  in  SMSA's  is  sub- 
divided into  "inside  central  city  (or 
cities)"  and  "outside  central  city  (or 
cities)."  The  housing  units  outside 
SMSA's  constitute  the  nonmetropolitan 
housing. 

SMSA  Titles 

Most  SMSA's  have  at  least  one  central 
city.  The  titles  of  SMSA's  include  up  to 
three  city  names,  as  well  as  the  name  of 
each  State  into  which  the  SMSA  extends. 
For  the  1980  census,  central  cities  of 
SMSA's  are  those  named  in  the  titles  of 
the  SMSA's,  with  the  exception  of  Nassau- 
Suffolk,  N.Y.,  which  has  no  central  city, 
and  Northeast  Pennsylvania,  the  central 
cities  of  which  are  Scranton,  Wilkes- 
Barre,  and  Hazleton.  Data  on  central 
cities  of  SMSA's  include  the  entire  popu- 
lation and  housing  within  the  legal  city 
boundaries.  In  Hawaii  where  there  are 
no  incorporated  places  recognized  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  census  desig- 
nated places  are  recognized  as  central 
cities. 

In  this  report,  central  cities  of  SMSA's, 
regardless  of  population,  are  shown  only 
in  the  tables  designated  ".  .  .  for  Areas 
and  Places."  Thus,  a  central  city  with  a 
population  between  10,000  and  50,000 
will  not  appear  in  the  tables  for  places  of 
10,000  to  50,000. 

New  SMSA  Standards 

New  standards  for  designating  and 
defining  metropolitan  statistical  areas 
were  published  \n  the  Federal  Register  on 
January  3,  1980.  The  SMSA's  recognized 
for  the  1980  census  comprise  (1)  all 
areas    as   defined   on   January    1,    1980, 


except  for  one  area  which  was  defined 
provisionally  during  the  1970's  on  the 
basis  of  population  estimates  but  whose 
qualification  was  not  confirmed  by 
1980  census  counts;  and  (2)  a  group  of 
36  new  areas  defined  on  the  basis  of 
1980  census  counts  and  the  new  standards 
that  were  published  on  January  3,  1980. 

The  new  standards  will  not  be  applied 
to  the  areas  existing  on  January  1,  1980, 
until  after  data  on  commuting  flows 
become  available  from  1980  census  tabu- 
lations. At  that  time,  the  boundaries, 
definitions,  and  titles  for  all  SMSA's 
will  be  reviewed. 

To  aid  users  who  want  to  become 
familiar  with  the  SMSA  standards  and 
how  they  are  applied,  documents  are 
available  from  the  Office  of  Management 
and    Budget,    Washington,    D.C.    20503. 


STANDARD  CONSOLIDATED 
STATISTICAL  AREAS 

In  some  parts  of  the  country,  metropolitan 
development  has  progressed  to  the  point 
that  adjoining  SMSA's  are  themselves 
socially  and  economically  interrelated. 
These  areas  are  designated  standard  con- 
solidated statistical  areas  (SCSA's)  by 
the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget, 
and  are  defined  using  standards  included 
as  part  of  the  new  SMSA  standards 
described  above. 


RELATIONSHIP  BETWEEN 
URBANIZED  AREAS  AND 
METROPOLITAN  AREAS 

Although  the  urbanized  area  and  the 
metropolitan  area  are  closely  related  in 
concept,  there  are  important  differences. 
The  urbanized  area  has  a  more  limited 
territorial  extent.  The  urbanized  area 
consists  of  the  physically  continuously 
built-up  territory  around  each  larger 
city  and  thus  corresponds  generally  to 
the  core  of  high  and  medium  population 
density  at  the  heart  of  the  metropolitan 
area.  In  concept,  a  metropolitan  area  is 
always  larger  than  its  core  urbanized 
area,  even  if  the  metropolitan  area  is 
defined  in  terms  of  small  building  blocks, 
because  it  includes  discontinuous  urban 
and  suburban  development  beyond  the 
periphery    of   the   continuously    built-up 


area.  The  metropolitan  area  may  also 
include  some  rural  territory  whose  resi- 
dents commute  to  work  in  the  city  or  its 
immediate  environs,  while  the  urbanized 
area  does  not  include  such  territory.  In 
practice,  because  the  SMSA  definitions 
use  counties  as  building  blocks,  con- 
siderable amounts  of  rural  territory  with 
few  commuters  are  often  included.  How- 
ever, even  in  New  England,  where  cities 
and  towns  are  used  as  building  blocks, 
SMSA's  are  generally  much  larger  in 
extent   than  their  core  urbanized  areas. 

It  sometimes  occurs,  because  of  bound- 
ary anomalies,  that  a  portion  of  the 
urbanized  area  extends  across  the  SMSA 
boundary  into  a  nonmetropolitan  county 
or  another  SMSA.  However,  such  por- 
tions are  usually  quite  small  in  area  and 
population. 

The  new  standards  provide  that  each 
SMSA  be  associated  with  an  urbanized 
area.  However,  the  reverse  is  not  true- 
there  are  some  urbanized  areas  that  are 
not  in  any  SMSA.  This  situation  occurs 
when  an  urbanized  area  does  not  qualify 
as  an  SMSA  of  at  least  100,000  pop- 
ulation (75,000  in  New  England),  and  the 
urbanized  area  has  no  city  with  at  least 
50,000  population. 

In  addition,  some  SMSA's  contain 
more  than  one  urbanized  area.  This 
occurs  when: 

1.  Two  or  more  urban  concentrations  not 
far  apart  and  of  generally  similar 
size  have  separate  urbanized  areas 
but  qualify  as  a  single  SMSA  (e.g., 
Greensboro,  High  Point,  and  Winston- 
Salem,  North  Carolina).  Often  the 
SMSA  title  includes  the  name  of  the 
largest  city  or  each  of  the  component 
urbanized  areas. 

2.  A  very  large  SMSA  includes  a  large 
urbanized  area  and  one  or  more  smaller 
separate  urbanized  areas  within  its 
boundaries.  Examples  are  the  separate 
urbanized  areas  around  Joliet,  Aurora, 
and  Elgin  within  the  Chicago  SMSA. 

AMERICAN  INDIAN 
RESERVATIONS 

American  Indian  reservations  are  areas 
with  boundaries  established  by  treaty, 
statute,  and/or  executive  or  court  order. 
The  reservations  and  their  boundaries 
were  identified  for  the  1980  census  by 
the  Bureau  of   Indian  Affairs  and  State 
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governments.  Federal  and  State  reserva- 
tions are  located  in  33  States  and  may 
cross  State,  county,  minor  civil  division/ 
census  county  division,  and  place 
boundaries.  In  this  report,  tribal  trust 
lands  outside  the  boundaries  of  reserva- 
tions (off  reservation)  are  not  included  as 
part  of  the  reservations. 

Preliminary  evaluation  of  the  1980 
census  data  suggest  that  counts  for  a 
few  reservations  may  be  subject  to 
certain  limitations  or  nonsampling  errors. 
Although  the  various  field  and  computer 
operations  undergo  a  number  of  quality 
control  checks  to  ensure  accuracy  of  the 
data,  available  evidence  indicates  that 
nonsampling  errors  are  substantial  for  a 
small  number  of  reservations.  For  ex- 
ample, a  few  reservations  have  a  relatively 
high  substitution  rate.  Reservations  where 
20  percent  or  more  of  the  persons  or 
housing  units  on  the  resen/ations  were 
substituted  are  shown  in  Appendix  D, 
"Accuracy  of  the  Data"  in  the  section  on 
"Allocation  Tables."  (For  a  fuller  discus- 
sion of  nonsampling  errors  see  Appendix 
D,  "Accuracy  of  the  Data.")  Additional 
evaluation  of  the  counts  for  reservations 
will  be  done  when  more  information  is 
available  and  a  fuller  explanation  will  be 
presented  in  1980  census  special  reports 
on  the  American  Indian  population. 

Data  on  115  American  Indian  reserva- 
tions were  published  in  the  1970  census 


subject  report,  American  Indians, 
PC(2)-1F.  However,  1980  data  may  not 
be  comparable  to  1970  data  because  of 
boundary  changes,  improvements  in  geo- 
graphic identification,  enumeration  tech- 
niques, etc.,  made  for  the  1980  census. 

ALASKA  NATIVE  VILLAGES 

Alaska  Native  villages  constitute  tribes, 
bands,  clans,  groups,  villages,  commu- 
nities, or  associations  in  Alaska  which 
were  listed  in  sections  11  and  16  of  the 
Alaska  Native  Claims  Settlement  Act, 
Public  Law  92-203,  or  which  met  the 
requirements  of  the  act,  and  which  the 
Secretary  of  Interior  determined  were, 
on  the  1970  census  enumeration  date 
(April  1),  composed  of  25  or  more  Alaska 
Natives.  This  list  was  reviewed  and  updated 
for  the  Census  Bureau  by  the  State  of 
Alaska  prior  to  the  1980  census,  to 
identify  specifically  only  those  entities 
that  were  recognized  legally  as  Alaska 
Native  villages. 

Data  on  certain  Alaska  Native  villages 
are  not  available  from  previous  censuses. 
Some  cities  and  "unincorporated  places" 
(referred  to  as  "census  designated  places" 
in  1980)  which  were  identified  in  the 
1970  census  may,  however,  correspond  to 
1980  Alaska  Native  villages,  but  may  not 
have  identical  boundaries. 


BOUNDARY  CHANGES 

The  boundaries  of  some  of  the  areas 
shown  in  this  report  have  changed  between 
an  earlier  census  for  which  counts  are 
shown  and  January  1,  1980.  The  historic 
counts  shown  here  for  counties,  places, 
and  urbanized  areas  have  not  been  adjusted 
for  such  changes  and  thus  reflect  the 
number  of  housing  units  in  the  areas  as 
defined  at  each  census.  The  historic 
counts  for  SMSA's  and  SCSA's  have  been 
adjusted  to  reflect  the  areas  defined  as  of 
the  1980 census.  Information  on  boundary 
changes  for  counties,  county  subdivisions, 
and  incorporated  places  is  presented  in 
table  4  of  the  1980  Census  of  Population 
Report,  Characteristics  of  tfie  Popula- 
tion, Number  of  Inhabitants,  PC80-1-A. 
For  information  on  boundary  changes 
prior  to  1970,  see  the  Number  of  In- 
habitants report  for  each  census. 


AREA   MEASUREMENTS 

Area  measurement  figures  for  counties 
and  county  equivalents  are  available  in 
table  2  of  the  PC80-1-A  State  reports. 
Area  figures  for  standard  metropolitan 
statistical  areas,  urbanized  areas,  places 
of  2,500  or  more,  and,  in  1 1  States, 
MCD's  of  2,500  or  more,  can  be  found 
in  PC80-1-A,  United  States  Summary.

GENERAL 

The  1980  census  was  conducted  primarily 
through  self-enumeration.  The  principal 
determinant  for  the  responses  was,  there- 
fore, the  questionnaire  and  its  accom- 
panying instruction  guide.  Furthermore, 
census  takers  were  instructed,  in  their 
telephone  and  personal-visit  interviews,  to 
read  the  questions  directly  from  the 
questionnaire.  The  definitions  and  ex- 
planations given  below  for  each  subject 
are  drawn  largely  from  various  technical 
and  procedural  materials  used  in  the 
collection  of  the  data.  These  materials 
helped  the  census  interviewers  to  under- 
stand more  fully  the  intent  of  each 
question,  and  thus  to  resolve  problems  or 
unusual  cases  in  a  manner  consistent  with 
this  intent.  Also  included  is  certain 
explanatory  information  to  assist  the  user 
in  the  proper  utilization  of  the  statistics. 
Facsimiles  of  the  questionnaire  pages 
containing  the  100-percent  population 
and  housing  questions  used  to  produce 
the  data  shown  in  this  report  and  the 
pages  of  the  respondent  instruction  guide 
which  relate  to  these  questions  are  pre- 
sented in  appendix  E. 

LIVING  QUARTERS 

Living  quarters  are  classified  in  the  census 
as  either  housing  units  or  group  quarters. 
Usually,  living  quarters  are  in  structures 
intended  for  residential  use  (e.g.,  a  one- 
family  home,  apartment  house,  hotel  or 
motel,  boarding  house,  mobile  home  or 
trailer).  However,  living  quarters  may  also 
be  in  structures  intended  for  non- 
residential use  (e.g.,  the  rooms  in  a 
warehouse  where  a  watchman  lives),  as 
well  as  in  boats,  tents,  vans,  etc. 

Housing  Units— A  housing  unit  is  a  house, 
an  apartment,  a  group  of  rooms,  or  a 
single  room,  occupied  as  a  separate  living 
quarters  or,  if  vacant,  intended  for 
occupancy  as  a  separate  living  quarters. 


Separate  living  quarters  are  those  in 
which  the  occupants  live  and  eat  sepa- 
rately from  any  other  persons  in  the 
building  and  which  have  direct  access 
from  the  outside  of  the  building  or 
through  a  common  hall.  The  occupants 
may  be  a  single  family,  one  person  living 
alone,  two  or  more  families  living 
together,  or  any  other  group  of  related  or 
unrelated  persons  who  share  living 
arrangements  (except  as  described  in  the 
next  section  on  Group  Quarters).  For 
vacant  units,  the  criteria  of  separateness 
and  direct  access  are  applied  to  the 
intended  occupants  whenever  possible.  If 
that  information  cannot  be  obtained,  the 
criteria  are  applied  to  the  previous  occu- 
pants. Both  occupied  and  vacant  housing 
units  are  included  in  the  housing  unit 
inventory  except  that  boats,  tents,  vans, 
caves,  and  the  like,  are  included  only  if 
they  are  occupied  as  someone's  usual 
place  of  residence.  Vacant  mobile  homes 
are  included,  provided  they  are  intend- 
ed for  occupancy  on  the  site  where 
they  stand.  Vacant  mobile  homes  on 
dealers'  sales  lots,  at  the  factory,  or 
in  storage  are  excluded  from  the  housing 
inventory. 

Comparability  With  1970  Census  Housing 
Unit  Data— Although  the  1980  census 
data  are  generally  comparable  with  1970 
census  data,  certain  changes  were  intro- 
duced for  1980.  The  part  of  the  1970 
housing  unit  definition  that  required  a 
unit  to  have  either  (1)  direct  access  or  (2) 
complete  kitchen  facilities  was  modified. 
For  1980,  the  complete  kitchen  facilities 
alternative  was  dropped,  and  direct  access 
was  required  of  all  housing  units.  In  1970, 
vacant  mobile  homes  were  not  counted  as 
housing  units.  For  1980,  they  were 
included  in  the  housing  inventory 
provided  they  were  intended  for  occu- 
pancy on  the  site  where  they  stood. 

Group  Quarters— Group  quarters  are  any 
living  quarters  which  are  not  classified  as 
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housing  units.  There  are  two  types  of  group 
quarters:  (1)  institutional  group  quarters, 
and  (2)  noninstitutional  group  quarters. 
Institutional  group  quarters  are  living 
quarters  occupied  by  one  or  more  persons 
under  care  or  custody,  such  as  children 
in  an  orphanage,  persons  in  a  nursing 
home,  prisoners  in  a  penitentiary.  Non- 
institutional  group  quarters  include  living 
quarters  such  as  college-owned  and/or 
operated  dormitories,  fraternity  and 
sorority  houses,  nurses'  dormitories,  and 
boarding  houses.  In  addition,  noninsti- 
tutional group  quarters  include  any  living 
quarters  (other  than  those  classified  as 
institutional  group  quarters)  which  are 
occupied  by  9  or  more  persons  unre- 
lated to  the  householder,  or  by  10  or 
more  unrelated  persons.  Information  on 
the  housing  characteristics  of  group 
quarters  was  not  collected  in  the  census. 

Comparability  With  1970  Group  Quarters 
Data— In  1970,  a  unit  was  classified  as 
group  quarters  if  the  head  of  the  house- 
hold shared  the  unit  with  five  or  more 
persons  unrelated  to  him  or  her  or  if  six 
or  more  unrelated  persons  were  living  to- 
gether in  the  unit.  For  1980,  that  require- 
ment was  raised  to  9  or  more  persons 
unrelated  to  the  resident  who  owns  or 
rents  the  living  quarters  or  10  or  more 
persons  unrelated  to  each  other.  The 
household  reference  person  in  1970  was 
the  "head  of  the  household"  (the 
husband  in  married-couple  families).  For 
1980,  it  was  changed  to  the  household 
member  (or  one  of  the  members)  in 
whose  name  the  housing  unit  was  owned 
or  rented. 

Rules  for  Hotels,  Rooming  Houses,  Etc.— 

Occupied  rooms  or  suites  of  rooms  in 
hotels,  motels,  and  similar  places  are  classi- 
fied as  housing  units  only  when  occupied 
by  permanent  residents,  i.e.,  persons  who 
consider  the  hotel  as  their  usual  place  of 
residence  or  who  have  no  usual  place  of 
residence  elsewhere.  Vacant  rooms  or 
suites  of  rooms  are  classified  as  housing 
units  only  in  those  hotels  in  which  75 
percent  or  more  of  the  accommodations 
are  occupied  by  permanent  residents. 

If  any  of  the  occupants  in  a  rooming 
or  boarding  house  live  and  eat  separately 
from  everyone  else  in  the  building  and 
have  direct  access,  their  quarters  are 
classified  as  separate  housing  units.  The 
remaining  quarters  are  combined.  If  the 
combined  quarters  contain  eight  or  fewer 


roomers  unrelated  to  the  householder, 
they  are  classified  as  one  housing  unit.  If 
the  combined  quarters  contain  nine  or 
more  roomers  unrelated  to  the  house- 
holder or  person  in  charge,  they  are 
classified  as  group  quarters. 

Staff  Living  Quarters— The  living  quarters 
occupied  by  staff  personnel  within  any 
group  quarters  are  separate  housing  units 
if  they  satisfy  the  housing  unit  criteria  of 
separateness  and  direct  access;  otherwise, 
they  are  considered  as  group  quarters. 

Year-Round  Housing  Units— Data  on 
housing  characteristics  in  the  1980  census 
reports  are  limited  to  year-round  housing 
units;  i.e.,  all  occupied  units  plus  vacant 
units  available  or  intended  for  year-round 
use.  Vacant  units  intended  for  seasonal 
occupancy  and  vacant  units  held  for 
migratory  labor  are  excluded  because  of 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining  reliable  data 
on  their  characteristics.  Counts  of  the 
total  housing  inventory,  however,  are 
given  for  each  area  presented  in  this 
report. 


OCCUPANCY  AND  VACANCY 
CHARACTERISTICS 

Occupied  Housing  Units— A  housing  unit 
is  classified  as  occupied  if  it  is  the  usual 
place  of  residence  of  the  person  or  group 
of  persons  living  in  it  at  the  time  of 
enumeration,  or  if  the  occupants  are  only 
temporarily  absent;  e.g.,  away  on  vaca- 
tion. If  all  the  persons  staying  in  the  unit 
at  the  time  of  the  census  have  their  usual 
place  of  residence  elsewhere,  the  unit  is 
classified  as  vacant.  A  household  includes 
all  the  persons  who  occupy  a  housing  unit 
as  their  usual  place  of  residence.  In  this 
report,  by  definition,  the  count  of  occu- 
pied housing  units  is  the  same  as  the 
count  of  households  in  the  1980  Census 
of  Population  reports. 

Persons    in    Occupied     Housing    Units— 

"Persons  in  occupied  housing  units"  is 
the  total  population  less  those  persons 
living  in  group  quarters.  "Persons  per 
occupied  housing  unit"  is  computed  by 
dividing  the  population  living  in  housing 
units  by  the  number  of  occupied  housing 
units.  Data  are  also  presented  separately 
for  the  population  in  owner-occupied  and 
in  renter-occupied  housing  units. 

Vacant  Housing  Units— A  housing  unit  is 


vacant  if  no  one  is  living  in  it  at  the  time 
of  enumeration,  unless  its  occupants  are 
only  temporarily  absent.  Units  tempo- 
rarily occupied  at  the  time  of  enumera- 
tion entirely  by  persons  who  have  a  usual 
residence  elsewhere  are  also  classified  as 
vacant. 

New  units  not  yet  occupied  are  classi- 
fied as  vacant  housing  units  if  con- 
struction has  reached  a  point  where  all 
exterior  windows  and  doors  are  installed 
and  final  usable  floors  are  in  place. 
Vacant  units  are  excluded  if  they  are 
open  to  the  elements,  i.e.,  the  roof,  walls, 
windows,  and/or  doors  no  longer  protect 
the  interior  from  the  elements,  or  if  there 
is  positive  evidence  (such  as  a  sign  on  the 
house  or  in  the  block)  that  the  unit  is  to 
be  demolished  or  is  condemned.  Also 
excluded  are  quarters  being  used  entirely 
for  nonresidential  purposes,  such  as  a 
store  or  an  office,  or  quarters  used  for  the 
storage  of  business  supplies  or  inventory, 
machinery,  or  agricultural  products. 

Type  of  Vacant  Unit— Vacant  housing 
units  are  classified  in  this  report  as  either 
"seasonal  and  migratory"  or  "year- 
round."  "Seasonal"  units  are  intended  for 
occupancy  during  only  certain  seasons  of 
the  year.  Included  are  units  intended  for 
recreational  use,  such  as  beach  cottages 
and  hunting  cabins;  units  offered  to 
vacationers  in  the  summer  for  summer 
sports  or  in  the  winter  for  winter  sports; 
and  vacant  units  held  for  herders  and 
loggers.  "Migratory"  units  are  vacant 
units  held  for  occupancy  by  migratory 
labor  employed  in  farm  work  during  the 
crop  season.  "Year-round"  vacant 
housing  units  are  available  or  intended  f6r 
occupancy  at  any  time  of  the  year.  A  unit 
in  a  resort  area  which  is  usually  occupied 
on  a  year-round  basis  is  considered  as 
year-round.  A  unit  used  only  occasionally 
throughout  the  year  is  also  considered  as 
year-round. 

Vacancy  Status— The  data  on  vacancy 
status  were  tabulated  from  responses  to 
questionnaire  item  C  (see  item  C  in 
Appendix  E,  "Facsimiles  of  Respondent 
Instructions  and  Questionnaire  Pages"). 
Year-round  vacant  units  are  subdivided 
according  to  their  vacancy  status  as 
follows: 

For  sale  only.  Vacant  year-round  units 
being  offered  "for  sale  only,"  including 
individual    units   in   cooperatives  and 
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condominium  projects  if  the  individual 
units  are  offered  "for  sale  only." 

For  rent.  Vacant  year-round  units 
offered  "for  rent,"  and  vacant  units 
offered  either  "for  rent"  or  "for  sale." 

Rented  or  sold,  awaiting  occupancy.  If 
any  money  rent  has  been  paid  or 
agreed  upon  but  the  new  renter  has 
not  moved  in  as  of  the  date  of 
enumeration,  or  if  the  unit  has 
recently  been  sold  but  the  new  owner 
has  not  yet  moved  in,  the  year-round 
vacant  unit  is  classified  as  "rented  or 
sold,  awaiting  occupancy." 

Held  for  occasional  use.  This  category 
consists  of  vacant  year-round  units 
which  are  held  for  weekend  or  other 
occasional  use  throughout  the  year. 
Shared  ownership  or  time-sharing  con- 
dominiums are  also  classified  as  "held 
for  occasional  use."  Homes  reserved 
by  their  owners  as  second  homes 
usually  fall  in  this  category,  although 
some  second  homes  may  be  classified 
as  "seasonal." 

Other  vacant.  If  a  vacant  year-round 
unit  does  not  fall  into  any  of  the 
classifications  specified  above,  it  is 
classified  as  "other  vacant."  For 
example,  this  category  includes  units 
held  for  settlement  of  an  estate,  units 
held  for  occupancy  by  a  caretaker  or 
janitor,  and  units  held  for  personal 
reasons  of  the  owner. 


Boarded-Up  Status— Boarded-up  units 
refer  to  vacant  structures  in  which  the 
windows  and  doors  are  covered  by  wood, 
metal,  or  similar  materials  to  protect  the 
interior,  and  to  prevent  entry  into  the 
building.  A  single-unit  structure  or  a 
unit(s)  in  a  multi-unit  structure  may  be 
boarded  up  in  this  way.  In  this  report, 
data  for  boarded-up  units  are  only  shown 
for  units  in  the  "other  vacant"  category. 

Homeowner  Vacancy  Rate— The  home- 
owner vacancy  rate  is  the  percentage 
relationship  between  the  vacant  year- 
round  units  for  sale  and  the  total 
homeowner  inventory.  It  is  computed  by 
dividing  the  number  of  vacant  year-round 
units  for  sale  by  the  sum  of  the  owner- 
occupied  units  and  the  vacant  year-round 
units  for  sale  only.  Vacant  units  that  are 


seasonal  or  held  off  the  market  are 
excluded. 

Rental  Vacancy  Rate— The  rental  vacancy 
rate  is  the  percentage  relationship  of  the 
vacant  year-round  units  for  rent  to  the 
total  rental  inventory.  It  is  computed  by 
dividing  the  number  of  vacant  year-round 
units  for  rent  by  the  sum  of  the  renter- 
occupied  units  and  the  vacant  year-round 
units  for  rent.  Vacant  units  that  are 
seasonal  or  held  off  the  market  are 
excluded. 

Duration  of  Vacancy— The  statistics  on 
duration  of  vacancy  refer  to  the  length  of 
time  (in  months)  from  the  date  the  last 
occupants  moved  from  the  unit  to  the 
date  of  enumeration  (see  item  D  in 
Appendix  E,  "Facsimiles  of  Respondent 
Instructions  and  Questionnaire  Pages"). 
The  data,  therefore,  do  not  provide  a 
direct  measure  of  the  total  length  of  time 
units  remain  vacant.  For  newly  con- 
structed units  which  have  never  been 
occupied,  the  duration  of  vacancy  is 
counted  from  the  date  construction  was 
completed.  For  recently  converted  or 
merged  units,  the  time  is  reported  from 
the  date  conversion  or  merger  was 
completed. 

Tenure— A  housing  unit  is  "owner 
occupied"  if  the  owner  or  co-owner  lives 
in  the  unit,  even  if  it  is  mortgaged  or  not 
fully  paid  for.  All  other  occupied  units 
are  classified  as  "renter  occupied," 
including  units  rented  for  cash  rent  and 
those  occupied  without  payment  of  cash 
rent  (see  question  H8  in  Appendix  E, 
"Facsimiles  of  Respondent  Instructions 
and  Questionnaire  Pages"). 

Condominium  Housing  Units— A  con- 
dominium involves  ownership  that 
enables  a  person  to  own  an  apartment  or 
house  in  a  development  of  similar  units 
and  to  hold  a  common  or  joint  ownership 
in  common  areas,  hallways,  entrances, 
elevators,  etc.  The  owner  has  a  deed  to 
the  individual  unit,  and,  very  likely,  a 
mortgage  on  the  unit.  A  condominium 
housing  unit  need  not  be  occupied  by  the 
owner  to  be  counted  as  such. 

Comparability  With  1970  Census  Condo- 
minium Housing  Unit  Data— In  1970, 
owner-occupied  cooperatives  and  condo- 
minium housing  units  were  identified 
together.  The  1980  census  identifies  only 


condominium  housing  units.  The  1980 
question  provides  data  on  vacant  and 
renter-occupied  condominium  housing 
units,  not  just  owner-occupied  condo- 
minium housing  units  as  in  1970. 

Race— The  data  on  race  of  householder 
were  derived  from  answers  to  question  4, 
for  the  person  listed  on  column  1  (see 
Appendix  E,  "Facsimiles  of  Respondent 
Instructions  and  Questionnaire  Pages"). 
The  1980  census  counts  of  the  population 
and  housing  units  by  race  in  100-percent 
tabulations,  including  data  in  this  report, 
are  provisional;  i.e.,  the  counts  are  not 
final.  Limited  edit  and  review  procedures 
were  performed  during  the  100-percent 
processing.  For  instance,  some  respond- 
ents marked  the  "Other"  category  in  the 
race  item  and  wrote  in  an  entry  such  as 
German  or  Jamaican  which  indicated  that 
they  belonged  in  one  of  the  specific  racial 
categories  listed  on  the  questionnaire; 
entries  of  this  type  were  reviewed  and 
edited  into  a  specific  category  where 
appropriate.  However,  not  all  such  cases 
were  identified  in  the  100-percent  proc- 
essing. During  the  processing  of  sample 
questionnaires,  a  more  thorough  review 
and  additional  editing  will  be  done  to 
Tesolve  inconsistent  or  incomplete  re- 
sponses. Also,  during  the  sample  coding 
operation,  write-in  entries  of  Asian  and 
Pacific  Islander  groups,  such  as  Cambo- 
dian, Laotian,  and  Thai,  which  were  not 
listed  separately  in  the  race  item,  will  be 
coded  to  provide  data  on  the  total  Asian 
and  Pacific  Islander  population  from  sam- 
ple tabulations.  Final  data  on  race  will  be 
determined  after  sample  processing.  The 
sample  data  will  appear  in  Characteristics 
of  Housing  Units,  Detailed  Housing 
Characteristics,  H  C80- 1  -  B . 

The  concept  of  race  as  used  by  the 
Census  Bureau  reflects  self-identification 
by  respondents;  it  does  not  denote  any 
clear-cut  scientific  definition  of  biological 
stock.  Since  the  1980  census  obtained 
information  on  race  through  self- 
identification,  the  data  represent  self- 
classification  by  people  according  to  the 
race  with  which  they  identify.  In  this 
report,  housing  units  are  classified  by  the 
race  of  the  householder. 

For  persons  who  could  not  provide  a 
single  response  to  the  race  question, 
the  race  of  the  person's  mother  was  used. 
If  a  single  response  could  not  be  provided 
for   the   person's   mother,   the  first  race 
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reported  by  the  person  was  used.  This  is  a 
modification  of  the  1970  census  pro- 
cedure in  which  the  race  of  the  person's 
father  was  used. 

The  category  "White"  includes  persons 
who  indicated  their  race  as  White,  as  well 
as  persons  who  did  not  classify  them- 
selves in  one  of  the  specific  race  cate- 
gories listed  on  the  questionnaire  but 
entered  a  response  such  as  Canadian, 
German,  Italian,  Lebanese,  or  Polish.  In 
the  1980  census,  persons  who  did  not 
classify  themselves  in  one  of  the  specific 
race  categories  but  marked  "Other" 
and/or  wrote  in  entries  such  as  Cuban, 
Puerto  Rican,  Mexican,  or  Dominican 
were  included  in  the  "Other"  race  cate- 
gory. In  the  1970  census,  most  of  these 
persons  were  included  in  the  "White" 
category. 

The  category  "Black"  includes  persons 
who  indicated  their  race  as  Black  or 
Negro,  as  well  as  persons  who  did  not 
classify  themselves  in  one  of  the  specific 
race  categories  listed  on  the  questionnaire 
but  reported  entries  such  as  Jamaican, 
Black  Puerto  Rican,  West  Indian,  Haitian, 
or  Nigerian. 

The  categories  "American  Indian," 
"Eskimo,"  and  "Aleut"  include  persons 
who  classified  themselves  as  such  in  one 
of  the  specific  race  categories.  In  addi- 
tion, persons  who  did  not  report  them- 
selves in  one  of  the  specific  race 
categories  but  entered  the  name  of  an 
Indian  tribe  were  classified  as  "American 
Indian." 

In  this  report,  the  category  "Asian  and 
Pacific  Islander"  includes  persons  who 
indicated  their  race  as  Japanese,  Chinese, 
Filipino,  Korean,  Vietnamese,  Asian 
Indian,  Hawaiian,  Guamanian,  or 
Samoan.  Persons  who  did  not  classify 
themselves  in  one  of  the  specific  race 
categories  but  reported  a  write-in  entry 
indicating  one  of  the  nine  categories 
listed  above  were  classified  accordingly. 
For  example,  entries  of  Nipponese  and 
Japanese  American  were  classified  as 
Japanese;  entries  of  Taiwanese  and 
Cantonese  as  Chinese,  etc. 

The  category  "Other"  includes  Asian 
and  Pacific  Islander  groups  not  listed 
separately  (e.g.,  Cambodian,  Laotian, 
Pakistani,  Fiji  Islander)  and  other  races 
not  included  in  the  specific  categories 
listed  on  the  questionnaire. 

If  the  race  entry  was  missing  on  the 
questionnaire  for  the  householder,  an 
answer    was    assigned    in    the    computer 


according  to  the  reported  entries  of  race 
of  other  household  members  using  spe- 
cific rules  of  precedence  of  household 
relationship.  If  race  was  not  entered  for 
anyone  in  the  household  (excluding  paid 
employees),  the  race  of  a  householder  in 
a  previously  processed  household  was 
assigned.  This  procedure  is  a  variation  of 
the  general  allocation  process  described  in 
Appendix  D,  "Accuracy  of  the  Data." 

Comparability   With    1970    Census    Race 

Data— Differences  between  1980  and 
1970  census  counts  by  race  seriously 
affect  the  comparability  for  some  race 
groups.  First,  Spanish  origin  persons 
reported  their  race  differently  in  the 
1980  census  than  in  the  1970  census;  this 
difference  in  reporting  has  a  substantial 
impact  on  the  counts  and  comparability 
for  the  "White"  and  "Other"  popula- 
tions. A  much  larger  proportion  of  the 
Spanish  origin  population  in  1980  than  in 
1970  reported  their  race  as  "Other." 
Second,  in  1970,  most  persons  who 
marked  the  "Other"  race  category  and 
wrote  in  a  Spanish  designation  such  as 
Mexican,  Venezuelan,  Latino,  etc.,  were 
reclassified  as  "White."  In  1980,  such 
persons  were  not  reclassified  but 
remained  in  the  "Other"  race  category. 
As  a  result  of  this  procedural  change  and 
the  differences  in  reporting  by  this  popu- 
lation, the  proportion  of  the  Spanish 
origin  population  classified  as  "Other" 
race  in  the  1980  census  was  substantially 
higher  than  that  in  the  1970  census. 
Nationally,  in  1970,  only  1  percent  of  the 
Spanish  origin  persons  were  classified  as 
"Other"  race  and  93  percent  as  "White." 
In  1980,  a  much  larger  proportion,  40 
percent,  of  Spanish  origin  persons 
reported  their  race  as  "Other"  and  only 
56  percent  reported  "White."  As  a  con- 
sequence of  these  differences,  1980 
population  and  housing  unit  totals  for 
"White"  and  "Other"  are  not  comparable 
with  corresponding  1970  figures. 

The  1980  count  for  the  Asian  and 
Pacific  Islander  population  reflects  a  high 
level  of  immigration  during  the  1970's  as 
well  as  a  number  of  changes  in  census 
procedures  which  were  developed,  in 
part,  as  a  result  of  this  high  level  of 
immigration.  The  number  of  Asian  and 
Pacific  Islander  categories  listed  sepa- 
rately on  the  1980  census  questionnaire 
was  expanded  over  that  in  1970  to 
include  four  additional  groups:  Viet- 
namese,  Asian    Indian,    Guamanian,  and 


Samoan.  Asian  Indians  were  classified  as 
"White"  in  1970  but  were  included  in  the 
"Asian  and  Pacific  Islander"  category  in 
1980.  The  Vietnamese,  Guamanian,  and 
Samoan  populations  were  included  in  the 
"Other"  race  category  in  the  1970  census 
but  were  included  in  the  "Asian  and 
Pacific  Islander"  category  in  1980. 

In  addition,  in  1980,  data  were  col- 
lected separately  for  Hawaiians  and 
Koreans  in  all  States,  but  in  1970,  data 
for  the  two  groups  were  not  collected  for 
Alaska.  On  the  1970  census  questionnaire 
used  in  Alaska,  Eskimo  and  Aleut  were 
substituted  for  these  two  categories.  Since 
the  numbers  of  Hawaiians  and  Koreans 
were  small  in  Alaska,  this  questionnaire 
change  does  not  have  a  major  impact  on 
the  comparability  of  the  1980  and  1970 
data  for  Hawaiians  and  Koreans. 

Write-in  entries  of  Asian  and  Pacific 
Islander  groups  such  as  Cambodian, 
Laotian,  Pakistani,  and  Fiji  Islander, 
which  were  not  listed  separately  in  the 
race  item  will  be  identified  in  sample 
operations  to  provide  data  on  the  total 
Asian  and  Pacific  Islander  population  for 
sample  tabulations  and  corresponding 
publications.  These  data  will  be  shown  in 
the  "Other  Asian  and  Pacific  Islander" 
column  and  will  be  included  in  the  total 
Asian  and  Pacific  Islander  category  in 
publications  and  tabulations  containing 
sample  data.  The  specific  groups  com- 
prising the  "Other  Asian  and  Pacific 
Islander"  subcategory  will  be  identified 
separately  during  the  sample  coding 
operations. 

Spanish/Hispanic  Origin— The  data  on 
Spanish/Hispanic  origin  or  descent  of 
householder  were  derived  from  answers 
to  question  7,  for  the  person  listed  in 
column  1  (see  Appendix  E,  "Facsimiles 
of  Respondent  Instructions  and  Question- 
naire Pages"). 

The  1980  census  counts  of  the  popu- 
lation and  housing  units  by  Spanish  origin 
in  100-percent  tabulations,  including  data 
in  this  report,  are  provisional,  i.e.,  the 
counts  are  not  final.  Certain  edit  and  re- 
view procedures  were  performed  during 
the  100-percent  processing;  however, 
additional  review  and  editing  will  be  done 
during  the  processing  of  sample  question- 
naires. Final  data  for  Spanish  origin  will 
be  determined  after  sample  processing. 
The  sample  data  will  appear  in  Character- 
istics of  Housing  Units,  Detailed  Housing 
Characteristics,  HC80-1-B. 
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Persons  of  Spanish  origin  or  descent 
are  those  who  classified  themselves  in  one 
of  the  specific  Spanish  origin  categories 
listed  on  the  questionnaire— Mexican, 
Puerto  Rican,  or  Cuban— as  well  as  those 
who  indicated  that  they  were  of  other 
Spanish/Hispanic  origin.  Persons 
reporting  "other  Spanish/Hispanic"  origin 
are  those  whose  origins  are  from  Spain  or 
the  Spanish-speaking  countries  of  Central 
or  South  America,  or  they  are  Spanish 
origin  persons  identifying  themselves 
generally  as  Spanish,  Spanish  American, 
Hispano,  Latino,  etc.  Origin  or  descent 
can  be  viewed  as  the  ancestry,  nationality 
group,  lineage,  or  country  in  which  the 
person  or  person's  parents  or  ancestors 
were  born  before  their  arrival  in  the 
United  States.  Persons  of  Spanish  origin 
may  be  of  any  race.  In  this  report, 
housing  units  are  classified  by  the  Spanish 
origin  of  the  householder. 

Persons  of  more  than  one  Spanish 
origin  and  persons  of  both  a  Spanish  and 
another  origin  who  were  in  doubt  as  to 
how  to  report  a  specific  origin  were 
classified  according  to  the  origin  of  the 
person's  mother.  If  a  single  origin  could 
not  be  provided  for  the  person's  mother, 
the  first  reported  origin  of  the  person  was 
used. 

If  the  householder  failed  to  respond 
to  the  Spanish/Hispanic  origin  question,  a 
response  was  assigned  by  computer 
according  to  the  reported  entries  of  other 
household  members  by  using  specific 
rules  of  precedence  of  household  relation- 
ship. If  the  origin  was  not  entered  for  any 
household  member  (excluding  a  paid 
employee),  origin  was  assigned  from 
another  household  according  to  the  race 
of  the  householder.  This  procedure  is  a 
variation  of  the  genera!  allocation  process 
described  in  Appendix  D,  "Accuracy  of 
the  Data." 

Preliminary  evaluations  of  1980  census 
data  suggest  some  limited  overreporting 
of  Spanish  origin.  Available  evidence 
indicates  that  the  overreporting  may  have 
occurred  only  in  selected  areas  with 
relatively  small  Spanish  origin  popula- 
tions, such  as  in  some  Southern  States, 
but  it  is  not  apparent  in  those  areas  with 
the  largest  concentrations  of  Spanish 
origin  persons.  For  a  fuller  discussion  of 
the  reporting  in  the  Spanish  origin  item, 
see  the  1980  census  Supplementary 
Report,  series  PC80-S1,  "Persons  of 
Spanish  Origin  by  State:  1980. " 


Comparability  With  1970  Census  Spanish 
Origin  Data— The  provisional  1980  figures 
on  Spanish  origin  are  not  directly  com- 
parable with  1970  Spanish  origin  totals 
because  of  a  number  of  factors;  namely, 
overall  improvements  in  the  1980  census, 
better  coverage  of  the  population,  im- 
proved question  design,  and  an  effective 
public  relations  campaign  by  the  Census 
Bureau  with  the  assistance  of  national  and 
community  ethnic  groups.  These  efforts 
undoubtedly  resulted  in  the  inclusion  of  a 
sizable  but  unknown  number  of  persons 
of  Hispanic  origin  who  are  in  the  country 
in  other  than  legal  status. 

The  specific  changes  in  the  design  of 
the  Spanish  origin  question  include  the 
placement  of  the  category  "No,  (not 
Spanish/Hispanic)"  as  the  first  category 
in  the  1980  question.  (The  corresponding 
category  appeared  last  in  1970.)  The 
1970  category  "Central  or  South 
American"  was  deleted  from  the  1980 
question  because,  in  1970,  some  respond- 
ents misinterpreted  the  category.  In 
1980,  the  designations  "Mexican- Amer." 
and  "Chicano"  were  added  to  the  Spanish 
origin  question.  Also,  in  the  1970  census, 
the  question  on  Spanish  origin  was  asked 
of  only  a  5-percent  sample  of  the 
population. 

UTILIZATION 
CHARACTERISTICS 

Persons— All  persons  occupying  the 
housing  unit  are  counted.  These  persons 
include  not  only  occupants  related  to  the 
householder  but  also  any  lodgers, 
roomers,  boarders,  partners,  roommates, 
wards,  foster  children,  and  resident 
employees  who  share  the  living  quarters 
of  the  householder.  The  data  on  "persons 
in  unit"  show  the  number  of  housing 
units  occupied  by  the  specified  number 
of  persons. 

Rooms— The  statistics  on  "rooms"  are  in 
terms  of  the  number  of  housing  units  with 
a  specified  number  of  rooms  (see  ques- 
tion H7  in  Appendix  E,  "Facsimiles  of 
Respondent  Instructions  and  Question- 
naire Pages").  The  intent  of  this  question 
is  to  count  the  number  of  whole  rooms 
used  for  living  purposes.  For  each  unit 
they  include  living  rooms,  dining  rooms, 
kitchens,  bedrooms,  finished  recreation 
rooms,  enclosed  porches  suitable  for 
year-round  use,  and  lodger's  rooms. 
Excluded  are  strip  or  pullman  kitchens. 


bathrooms,  open  porches,  balconies, 
halls,  half-rooms,  utility  rooms,  unfin- 
ished attics  or  basements,  or  other  space 
used  for  storage.  A  partially  divided  room 
is  a  separate  room  only  if  there  is  a 
partition  from  floor  to  ceiling. 

Persons  Per  Room— "Persons  per  room"  is 
a  derived  measure  obtained  by  dividing 
the  number  of  persons  in  each  occupied 
housing  unit  by  the  number  of  rooms  in 
the  unit.  The  figures  shown  refer,  there- 
fore, to  the  number  of  occupied  housing 
units  having  the  specified  ratio  of  persons 
per  room. 


STRUCTURAL 
CHARACTERISTICS 

Plumbing  Facilities— The  category  "com- 
plete plumbing  for  exclusive  use"  consists 
of  units  which  have  hot  and  cold  piped 
water,  a  flush  toilet,  and  a  bathtub  or 
shower  inside  the  housing  unit  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  occupants  of  the 
unit.  "Lacking  complete  plumbing  for 
exclusive  use"  includes  those  conditions 
when  (1)  all  three  specified  plumbing 
facilities  are  present  inside  the  unit,  but 
are  also  used  by  another  household; 
(2)  some  but  not  all  the  facilities  are 
present;  or  (3)  none  of  the  three  specified 
plumbing  facilities  is  present  (see  question 
H6  in  Appendix  E,  "Facsimiles  of  Re- 
spondent Instructions  and  Questionnaire 
Pages"). 

Comparability  With  1970  Census 
Plumbing  Facilities  Data— In  1970,  there 
were  separate  questions  on  the  presence 
of  hot  and  cold  piped  water,  a  bathtub  or 
shower,  and  a  flush  toilet.  For  1980, 
these  three  items  were  combined  into  a 
single  question  on  plumbing  facilities.  In 
addition,  the  facilities  must  be  inside  the 
housing  unit  rather  than  inside  the  struc- 
ture as  in  1970. 

Units  at  Address— The  data  are  presented 
for  1  unit,  2  to  9  units,  and  10  or  more 
units  at  an  address.  Data  are  also  pre- 
sented for  mobile  homes  or  trailers. 
On  the  long-form  sample  questionnaire, 
answers  to  HI 3,  "units  in  structure," 
provided  the  data  on  the  number  of  hous- 
ing units  in  structures  of  specified  size. 
Care  should  be  taken  in  using  "units  at 
address"  as  a  proxy  for  "units  in 
structure"     because     some     multi-unit

FINANCIAL  CHARACTERISTICS 

Value— Value  is  the  respondent's  estimate 
of  how  much  the  property  (house  and 
lot)  or  condominium  unit  would  sell  for, 
if  it  were  for  sale.  For  vacant  units,  value 
is  the  price  asked  for  the  property  (see 
question  H11  in  Appendix  E,  "Facsimiles 
of  Respondent  Instructions  and  Question- 
naire Pages"). 

Value  and  price  asked  are  tabulated 
separately  for  certain  kinds  of  housing 
units.  Value  statistics  are  presented 
for  "specified  owner-occupied"  housing 
units    and     "specified    vacant    for    sale 


only"  housing  units.  These  "specified" 
housing  units  include  only  one-family 
houses  on  less  than  10  acres  without 
a  commercial  establishment  or  medical 
office  on  the  property.  Mobile  homes, 
trailers,  boats,  tents  or  vans  occupied 
as  a  usual  residence,  and  owner-occupied 
noncondominium  units  in  multi-family 
buildings  are  also  excluded  from  the 
value  tabulations. 

To  maintain  comparability  with  previ- 
ous censuses,  value  is  shown  separately 
for  condominium  housing  units.  In  this 
report,  statistics  on  value  are  presented 
for  all  owner-occupied  condominium  hous- 
ing units  but  are  not  shown  for  "vacant 
for  sale  only"  condominium  housing  units. 

Contract  Rent— Contract  rent  is  the 
monthly    rent  agreed   to,   or  contracted 


for,  regardless  of  any  furnishings,  utilities 
or  services  that  may  be  included.  Foi 
vacant  units,  it  is  the  rent  asked  for  the 
unit  at  the  time  of  enumeration  (se( 
question  H12  in  Appendix  E,  "Facsimile;

The  statistics  on  rent  are  tabulatec 
for  "specified  renter-occupied"  hous 
ing  units  and  for  "specified  vacam 
for  rent"  housing  units  which  include 
renter  units  except  one-family  house;

USUAL  PLACE  OF  RESIDENCE 

In  accordance  with  census  practice  dating 
back  to  the  first  U.S.  census  in  1790, 
each  person  enumerated  in  the  1980 
census  was  counted  as  an  inhabitant  of 
his  or  her  "usual  place  of  residence," 
which  is  generally  construed  to  mean 
the  place  where  the  person  lives  and 
sleeps  most  of  the  time.  This  place  is 
not  necessarily  the  same  as  the  person's 
legal  residence  or  voting  residence.  In  the 
vast  majority  of  cases,  however,  the  use 
of  these  different  bases  of  classification 
would  produce  substantially  the  same 
statistics,  although  there  might  be  ap- 
preciable differences  for  a  few  areas. 

The  implementation  of  this  practice 
has  resulted  in  the  establishment  of 
residence  rules  for  certain  categories  of 
persons  whose  usual  place  of  residence  is 
not  immediately  apparent.  Furthermore, 
this  practice  means  that  persons  were  not 
always  counted  as  residents  of  the  place 
where  they  happened  to  be  staying  on 
Census  Day  (April  1).  Persons  without  a 
usual  place  of  residence,  however,  were 
counted  where  they  happened  to  be 
staying.  Detailed  information  on  residence 
rules  is  given  in  the  1980  Census  of  Popu- 
lation, Characteristics  of  tfie  Population, 
Number  of  Inhabitants,  PC80-1-A. 


DATA  COLLECTION 
PROCEDURES 

The  1980  census  was  conducted  primarily 
through  self-enumeration.  A  census  ques- 
tionnaire was  delivered  by  postal  carriers 
,  to  every  household  several  days  before 
Census  Day,  April  1,  1980.  This  question- 


naire included  explanatory  information 
and  was  accompanied  by  an  instruction 
guide.  Spanish-language  versions  of  the 
questionnaire  and  instruction  guide  were 
available  on  request.  The  questionnaire 
was  also  available  in  narrative  translation 
in  32  languages. 

In  most  areas  of  the  United  States,  al- 
together containing  about  95  percent  of 
the  population,  the  householder  was 
requested  to  fill  out  and  mail  back  the 
questionnaire  on  Census  Day.  Approxi- 
mately 83  percent  of  these  households 
returned  their  forms  by  mail.  Households 
that  did  not  mail  back  a  form  were  visited 
by  an  enumerator.  Households  that  re- 
turned a  form  with  incomplete  or  in- 
consistent information  that  exceeded  a 
specified  tolerance  were  contacted  by 
telephone  or,  if  necessary,  by  a  personal 
visit,  to  obtain  the  information. 

In  the  remaining  (mostly  sparsely 
settled)  areas  of  the  country,  which 
contained  about  5  percent  of  the  popu- 
lation, the  household  received  a  question- 
naire in  the  mail.  The  householder  was 
requested  to  fill  out  the  questionnaire 
and  give  it  to  the  enumerator  when  he  or 
she  visited  the  household;  incomplete 
and  unfilled  forms  were  completed  by 
interview  during  the  enumerator's  visit. 
In  all  areas  of  the  country,  vacant  units 
were  enumerated  by  a  personal  visit  and 
observation. 

Each  household  in  the  country  received 
one  of  two  versions  of  the  census  ques- 
tionnaire: a  short-form  questionnaire  con- 
taining a  limited  number  of  basic  popu- 
lation and  housing  questions  or  a  long- 
form  questionnaire  containing  these  basic 
questions  as  well  as  a  number  of  addi- 
tional questions.  The  subjects  covered  in 
this  report  are  those  which  were  collected 
on  the  short-form  questionnaire.  A  sam- 
pling procedure  was  used  to  determine 
those  households  which  were  to  receive 
the  long-form  questionnaire.  Two  sam- 
pling rates  were  employed.  For  most  of 
the  country,  one  in  every  six  households 


(about  17  percent)  received  the  long  form 
or  sample  questionnaire;  in  areas  esti- 
mated to  have  fewer  than  2,500  in- 
habitants, every  other  household  (50 
percent)  received  the  sample  question- 
naire to  enhance  the  reliability  of  sample 
data  in  small  areas. 

Special  questionnaires  were  used  for  the 
enumeration  of  persons  in  group  quarters 
such  as  colleges  and  universities,  hospitals, 
prisons,  military  installations,  and  ships. 
These  forms  contained  the  same  popula- 
tion questions  that  appeared  on  either 
the  short  form  or  the  long  form  but 
did  not  include  any  housing  questions. 
In  addition  to  the  regular  census  question- 
naires, the  Supplementary  Questionnaire 
for  American  Indians  was  used  in  con- 
junction with  the  short  form  on  Federal 
and  State  reservations  and  in  the  historic 
areas  of  Oklahoma  (excluding  urbanized 
areas)  for  households  that  had  at  least  one 
American  Indian,  Eskimo,  or  Aleut  house- 
hold member. 


PROCESSING  PROCEDURES 

The  1980  census  questionnaires  were 
processed  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  for 
the  1970  and  1960  censuses.  They  were 
designed  to  be  processed  electronically 
by  the  Film  Optical  Sensing  Device  for 
Input  to  Computer  (FOSDIC).  For  most 
items  on  the  questionnaire,  the  infor- 
mation supplied  by  the  respondent  or 
obtained  by  the  enumerator  was  indi- 
cated by  marking  the  answers  in  pre- 
designated  positions  that  would  be  "read" 
by  FOSDIC  from  a  microfilm  copy  of 
the  questionnaire  and  transferred  onto 
computer  tape  with  no  intervening  manual 
processing.  The  computer  tape  did  not 
include  information  on  individual  names 
and  addresses.

SOURCES  OF  ERROR 

Since  1980  population  and  housing  counts 
shown  in  this  report  were  tabulated  from 
the  entries  for  persons  and  housing  units 
on  all  questionnaires,  these  counts  are 
not  subject  to  sampling  error.  In  any 
large-scale  statistical  operation  such  as  a 
decennial  census,  human  and  mechanical 
errors  occur.  These  errors  are  commonly 
referred  to  as  nonsampling  errors.  Such 
errors  include  failure  to  enumerate  every 
'housing  unit  or  person  in  the  population, 
not  obtaining  all  required  information 
from  respondents,  obtaining  incorrect  or 
inconsistent  information,  and  recording 
information  incorrectly.  Errors  can  also 
occur  during  the  field  review  of  the  enu- 
merators' work,  the  clerical  handling  of 
the  census  questionnaires,  or  the  elec- 
tronic processing  of  the  questionnaires. 

In  an  attempt  to  reduce  various  types 
of  nonsampling  error  in  the  1980  census, 
a  number  of  techniques  were  introduced 
on  the  basis  of  experience  in  previous 
censuses  and  in  tests  conducted  prior  to 
the  census.  These  quality  control  and 
review  measures  were  utilized  throughout 
the  data  collection  and  processing  phases 
of  the  census  to  minimize  undercoverage 
of  the  population  and  housing  units  and 
to  keep  the  errors  at  a  minimum.  As  was 
done  after  the  1950,  1960,  and  1970 
censuses,  there  were  programs  after  the 
1980  census  to  measure  various  aspects 
of  the  quality  achieved  in  the  1980 
census.  Reports  on  many  aspects  of  the 
1980  census  evaluation  program  will  be 
published  as  soon  as  the  appropriate  data 
are  accumulated  and  analyzed. 


A  major  component  of  the  evaluation 
work  is  to  ascertain,  insofar  as  possible, 
the  degree  of  completeness  of  the  count 
of  persons  and  housing  units.  The  Census 
Bureau  has  estimated  that  the  1970 
census  did  not  count  2.5  percent  of  the 
population.  For  1980,  the  Census  Bureau's 
extensive  evaluation  program  will  encom- 
pass a  number  of  different  approaches  to 
the  task  of  estimating  the  coverage  of 
the  census.  Although  these  studies  have 
not  been  completed  at  the  time  of  pub- 
lication of  this  report,  preliminary  esti- 
mates indicate  that  the  coverage  in  the 
1980  census  was  improved. 


EDITING  OF  UNACCEPTABLE 
DATA 

The  objective  of  the  processing  operation 
is  to  produce  a  set  of  statistics  that  de- 
scribes the  Nation's  housing  as  accurately 
and  clearly  as  possible.  To  meet  this 
objective,  certain  unacceptable  entries 
were  edited. 

In  the  field,  questionnaires  were  re- 
viewed for  omissions  and  certain  incon- 
sistencies by  a  census  clerk  or  an  enu- 
merator and,  if  necessary,  a  followup  was 
made  to  obtain  missing  information.  In 
addition,  a  similar  review  of  question- 
naires was  done  in  the  central  processing 
offices.  As  a  rule,  however,  editing  was 
performed  by  hand  only  when  it  could 
not  be  done  effectively  by  machine. 

As  one  of  the  first  steps  in  editing,  the 
configuration  of  marks  on  the  question- 
naire column  was  scanned  electronically 
to  determine  whether  it  contained  infor- 
mation for  a  housing  unit  or  merely 
spurious  marks.  If  any  characteristic  for 
a  housing  unit  was  still  missing  when  the 
questionnaires  reached  the  central  process- 
ing offices,  they  were  supplied  by  alloca- 


tion. Allocations,  or  assignments  of  ac- 
ceptable codes  in  place  of  unacceptable 
entries,  were  needed  most  often  when  an 
entry  for  a  given  item  was  lacking  or 
when  the  information  reported  for  a 
housing  unit  on  that  item  was  incon- 
sistent with  other  information  for  the 
housmg  unit  or  with  information  re- 
ported for  a  similar  housing  unit  in  the 
immediate  neighborhood.  As  in  previous 
censuses,  the  general  procedure  for  chang- 
ing unacceptable  entries  was  to  assign 
an  entry  for  a  housing  unit  that  was 
consistent  with  entries  for  other  housing 
units  with  similar  characteristics.  For 
example,  if  the  unit  was  reported  as 
rented  but  the  amount  of  rent  was  missing, 
the  computer  automatically  assigned  the 
rent  that  was  reported  for  the  preceding 
renter-occupied  unit.  The  assignment  of 
acceptable  codes  in  place  of  blanks  or 
unacceptable  entries,  it  is  believed,  en- 
hances the  usefulness  of  the  data. 

The  editing  process  also  includes  an- 
other type  of  correction;  namely,  the 
assignment  of  a  full  set  of  characteristics 
for  a  person  or  a  housing  unit.  The  assign- 
ment of  the  full  set  of  housing  charac- 
teristics occurs  when  there  is  no  housing 
information  available.  If  the  housing  unit 
is  determined  to  be  occupied,  the  housing 
characteristics  are  assigned  from  the  pre- 
viously processed  occupied  unit.  If  the 
housing  unit  is  vacant,  the  housing  charac- 
teristics are  assigned  from  the  previously 
processed  vacant  unit.  When  there  was 
indication  that  a  housing  unit  was  occu- 
pied but  the  questionnaire  contained 
no  information  for  all  .or  most  of  the 
people,  although  persons  were  known  to 
be  present,  a  previously  processed  house- 
hold was  selected  as  a  substitute  and  the 
full  set  of  characteristics  for  each  substi- 
tute person  was  duplicated.  These  duplica- 
tions fall  into  two  classes:  (1)  "persons  or 
housing    units    substituted   due   to   non- 
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interview,"  e.g.,  when  a  housing  unit  was 
indicated  as  occupied  but  the  occupants 
or  the  housing  unit  characteristics  were 
not  listed  on  the  questionnaire,  and 
(2)  "persons  or  housing  units  substituted 
due  to  mechanical  failure,"  e.g.,  when 
the  questionnaire  page  was  not  properly 
microfilmed. 

Specific  tolerances  were  established 
for  the  number  of  computer  allocations 
and  substitutions  that  would  be  per- 
mitted. If  the  number  of  corrections  was 
beyond  the  tolerance,  the  questionnaires 
in  which  the  errors  occurred  were  cleri- 


cally reviewed.  If  it  was  found  that  the 
errors  resulted  from  damaged  question- 
naires, from  improper  microfilming,  from 
faulty  reading  by  FOSDIC  of  undamaged 
questionnaires,  or  from  other  types  of 
machine  failure,  the  questionnaires  were 
reprocessed. 


ALLOCATION  TABLES 

The  extent  of  allocations  in  the  editing 
process  and  their  effect  on  each  of  the 


subjects  are  shown  in  tables  A-1  and  A-2 
which  follow  table  53.   In  these  tables,, 
"housing  units  with  one  or  more  alloca- 
tions" are  stated  as  percentages  of  year- 
round  housing  units  or  occupied  housing  i 
units.  In  some  instances,  these  tables  show 
percentages  of  a  specific  group  of  units. 
Percentages  are  not  shown  if  the  item  is'j 
not  published  for  the  specified  areas.

List  in  question  1  (on  page  1),  the  names  of  all  the  people  who 
usually  live  here.  Then  turn  to  pages  2  and  3  where  there  are 
columns  to  list  up  to  seven  persons.  In  the  first  column  print  the 
name  of  one  of  the  household  members  in  whose  name  this  home  is 
owned  or.  rented.

H9.  A  condominium  is  housing  in  which  the  apartments  or  houses  in 
a  development  are  individually  owned,  but  the  common  areas,  such 
as  lobbies,  halls,  etc.,  are  jointly  owned.  The  person  owning  a 
condominium  very  likely  has  a  mortgage  on  the  particular  unit. 

HlOb.  A  commercial  establishment  is  easily  recognized  from  the  outside, 
for  example,  a  grocery  store  or  barber  shop,  k  medical  office  is  a 
doctor's  or  dentist's  office  regularly  visited  by  patients. 

H11.  include  the  value  of  the  house,  the  land  it  is  on,  and  any  other 
structures  on  the  same  property.  If  the  house  is  owned  but  the 
land  is  rented,  estimate  the  combined  value  of  the  house  and  the 
land.  If  this  is  a  condominium  unit,  enter  the  estimated  value  for 
your  living  quarters  and  your  share  of  the  common  elements.
